National Council Sees Price 


Rise as Only a Temporary 


Aid For Farms 


ASKS FOR 
COMMISSION 


Would Have President Cool- 


idge Name Body to Study 


The Situation 


Chicago, Aug. 4, (By the A. P.) 


—That the current increases in 
farm product prices is only a tem- 
poral y relief and that the funda- 
mental causes of the. agricultural 
depression have not been removed 
is averted by the National Coun- 
cil of Agriculture in a message 
sent yesterday to President Cool- 
idge. 


The council in its message pet- 


itioned the President to have ap- 
pointed by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture "an 
extraordinary com- 


misxion" to study the basic defects 
of agriculture and recommend re- 
medial legislation to Congress. 


Thi- council was formed at St. 


Paul last month by representatives 
of approximately 50 farm organize- 
tions in order that concerted effort 
might be made to obtain legislation 
embodying the principles of the 
McNary-Haugen bill. 


In petitioning the President to 


appoint a commission, George N. 
Peck, Moline, Illinois, president of 
the council regarded the agricul- 
tural pi ice situation as essentially 
economic rather than political and 
"aims" to insure that the agricul- 
tural problem does not become the 
football of partisan politics. 


"The council does not regard the 


current increase in price of farm 
products as fundamentally meeting 
the requirements of the agricultur- 
al situation," the petitioning letter 
states, "but on the contrary it be- 
lieves the requirements can be met 
only by definitely and permanently 
establishing agriculture on a par- 
ity with industry and labor by ex- 
tending to it the principles of the 
protective system in a manner that 
will insure an American price for 
the American requirements, inde- 
pendent of the world price for the 
surplus."

The Richmond's effort to salvage 


the wrecked 
plane was abandoned 


when the machine, which had been 
gradually filling while being towed 
in a heavy sea, capsized. 


Scemft the hopelessness of further 


attempting to save it, the officers cut 
it adrift. 


Tough Break Of Luck 


The Richmond then turned about 


and made for Iceland. Lieut. Wada 
brought his plans to grief and stop- 
ped the participation of' himself and 
Sgt. Ogden in the flight when it wag 
so near a conclusion, but he took the 
disappointment well. Describing his 
experiences Lieut. Wade said: 
It was the first time we had had 


trouble with the. oil pump and our 
second forced landing in the 19,000 
mil* flight. 
The first was on the 


Japanese coast when we came down 
for water. 


"On yesterday's flight, when the 


trouble came, we signalled 
Lieut. 


Smith that w.e were forced down. Al- 
so, that the engine was out of com- 
mission, requesting him to advisa 
the patrol. We expected to remain. 
In the water until the Richmond ar- 
rived. We saw a merchant vessel at 
2 o'clock in the afternoon, but could 
not "nt'tract his 
attention. An hoof 


later the trawler -which rescued us 
was sighted. We had to signal her 
with pistol und rifle before she no- 
ticed us." 


Are Picked Up 


Lieut. Wade said he and Ogden 


were afraid at first to eat the sand* 
wiches and drink the water they had, 
not knowing how long it would be 
before they were rescued. They were 
confident all along, however, 
that 


they would sight a vessel and even- 
tually reach land and they kept tba 
plane constantly before the wind. 


"It was a tough break after th« 


five-months flight," said Wade, "ai 
when the four planes left America 
the Army hoped all four woald re- 
turn. But its all in the game. Wa 
did our best."

WHAT THE DAWES PLAN MEANS 
The Dawes plan is not easily understood. It is a report 
of experts in finance and economics. Perhaps, as a wag 
remarked at the time the report was published and the pre­ 
miers of the various governments immediately accepted it, 
they did so because it was easier to accept it than to read 
it. Rut the Dawes plan, after being accepted, apparently 
will be put into effect. The inter-allied conference has pro­ 
ceeded to a point where this seems certain. 
Bernard Baruch, an observer of world finance, has de­ 
clared that if the Dawes plan goes through the world will 
enjoy five years of prosperity unprecedented in its history. 
If the Dawes plan means this every one is interested. 
- The intent of the Dawes plan was to end the squabble 
over German reparations. It sought to fix definitely the debt 
of Germany, arrange terms and presumed an arrangement 
whereby Germany could be forced to keep those terms, and 
then sought to provide means by which Germany could pay. 
The Dawes plan, in short, w’as based on the premise that 
European and world prosperity could not come until the 
reparation problem was settled and that Europe could not 
live in peace and accord until Germany and France were 
committed to the same plan of settlement. 
With a stagsrering reparations debt hanging over her, 
Germany has drifted on. seeking some method to avoid pay­ 
ment. and like a man who is so far in debt that he feels he 
can not get out, di.ssipated such means as she had without 
rpg.ard to the future Her basis of money was shattered in 
the fall of the mark, her budget showed a heavy deficit, her 
credit slumped and political decay set in. 
TThe Dawes plan would give Germany an objective. It 
would point out the way for her to regain her business solid­ 
ity. It would establi.sh a definite debt which she could .set

it. But the Dawes plan, after "being accepted, apparently 
will be put into effect. The inter-allied conference has pro- 
ceeded to a point where this seems certain. 


Bernard Baruch. an observer of world finance, has de- 


clared that if the Dawes plan goes through the world will 
enjoy five years of prosperity unprecedented in its history. 
If trip Dawes plan means this every one is interested. 


The intent of the Dawes plan was to end the squabble 


ov.er German reparations. It sought to fix definitely the debt 
of Germany, arrange terms and presumed an arrangement 
whereby Germany could be forced to keep those terms, and 
then sought to provide means by which Germany could pay. 
Th" Dawes plan, in short, was based on the premise that 
European and world prosperity could not come until the 
reparation problem was settled and that Europe could not 
live in peace and accord until Germany and France wen* 
committed to the same plan of settlement. 


With a stagtrering reparations debt hanging over her, 


Germany has drifted on. seeking some method to avoid pay- 
ment, and like a man who is so far in debt that he feels he 
can not get out. dissipated such means as she had without 
regard to the future 
Her basis of money was shattered in 


the fall of tho mark, her budget showed a heavy deficit, her 
credit slumpe'd and political decay set in. 


The Dawes plan would give Germany an objective. It 


would point out the way for her to regain her business solid- 
ity. 
It would establish a definite debt whjch she could set 


''ut to reduce through creation of wealth and frugality. The 
Dawes plan does mean much to the world. Perfect or im- 
perfect it is the only plan suggested for the settlement of 
the problems growing out of the World War in Europe. 
Atrf''ri. therefore, receives with genuine enthusiasm the 
J---T t of the agreement in London.
